PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER THE GOVERNMENT 
OF UNION TERRITORIES ACT. 1963 

[Copy of letter No. F. 5(54)-B/74, dated the 19th December, 1974 from 
Shri Pranab Mukherjee, Minister of Revenue and Expenditure in the 
Ministry of Finance to the Secretary-General, Lok Sabha.] 

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the pro¬ 
posed Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of 
Pondicherry for the services of the financial year ending on the 31st day 
of March, 1975, recommends, under sub-sections (1) and (3) of section 23 
of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963, read with section 30(2) 
thereof and the order made by him on the 28th March, 1974 under 
section 51 of the above Act, the introduction of the Pondicherry Appro¬ 
priation (No, 3) Bill, 1974 in the Lok Sabha and also the consideration of 
the Bill. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha after the Supple¬ 
mentary Demands for Giants for expenditure of the Union territory of 
Pondicherry for the year 1974-75 have been voted.
